No funds 
for Carter 
pardon plan 


WASHINGTON (I PI) The Senate to­ 
day voted to block the administration 
from using any funds to implement 
President Carter’s blanket pardon of 
Vietnam era draft resisters 
On a 44-38 vote, the Senate rejected an 
effort by Sen Mark Hatfield, R-Ore . to 
strike the restriction added by the House 
to a $7 7 billion measure funding the 
Departments of State. Justice. Com­ 
merce and related agencies 
Hatfield argued that the House 
language “would effectively gut Presi­ 
dent Carter's pardon program for Viet­ 
nam era draft resisters" and violate his 
constitutional right to grant pardons 
Immediately after the vote. Margaret 
McKenna, deputy counsel to the Presi­ 
dent. said the administration has 
received an opinion from the Justice 
Department indicating the fund restric­ 
tion 
‘has some serious constitutional 
problems” and will further review the 
situation 
"If it is unconstitutional. I’m sure 
there will be some attack.” Ms McKen­ 
na said 
The blanket pardon to all young 
Americans who fled the country or went 
to jail rather than serve in the Vietnam 
War was a campaign promise of Carter's 
and was one of his first official acts after 
taking office Jan 20 It did not apply to 
individuals who engaged in acts of 
violence or deserters 
The pardon, announced Jan 
21. 
provided for the dismissal of all pending 
indictments against draft resisters for 
violations of the Selective Service Act 
between Aug 4 1964. and March 28 1973

P A R IS ( U P I) - French 
President Valery Giscard d'Es- 
taing today gave Secretary of 
State Gyrus Vance information 
to be conveyed to President 
C arter on discard's meeting

Vance, in Paris for an inter­ 
national economic conference, 
was invited to the Elysee 
presidential palace for an hour- 
long talk 


It was Vance's second meet­ 
ing in two days with high 
French officials concerning 
Brezhnev's visit to Paris which 
ended Wednesday 


On leaving his meeting with 
Giscard, Vance told waiting 
reporters that U S -Soviet rela­ 
tions are "satisfactory " 
He went on, ‘‘President 
Giscard gave me some infor­ 
mation with respect to his 
m e etin g 
w ith 
G e n e ra l 
Secretary Brezhnev which he 
asked me to convey to Presi­ 
dent Carter 
i shall do that tomorrow 
when I am having breakfast 
with President Carter in the 
United States " 
Asked if Paris is acting as an 
intermediary to patch up sup­ 
posedly frayed relatio n s 
between W ashington and 
Moscow, Vance said, "The rela­ 
tions between the United States 
and the Soviet Union are frank, 
and we (the United States and 
the U S S R i are exchanging 
views on many many subjects 
at all times 
"W e appreciate all advice 
and help that we get from time 
to time But our relations are 
satisfactory " 
Vance said the summit talks

C ity o fficials estim ated 
damage at $3 million to a six- 
block area rocked by explosions 
Thursday, which blew manhole 
covers into the air tore gaping 
holes in two main streets and 
opened an eight-foot deep hole 
in a playground 
No one was reported injured 
in any of the explosions, but 
traffic was jammed in the area 
all day and road crews worked 
throughout the night on tempo­ 
rary repairs 
Police said the explosions ap­ 
parently were touched off by 
3,000 gallons of naphtha, a 
volatile chemical, that was 
poured into the city sewer 
system 
The chemical was 
traced to the Patch Rubber Co.

Supreme Court approves 
parochial school funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled today a 
state may funnel funds to 
church-related public schools 
for textbooks and for health and 
certain other services, but not 
for instructional materials and 
field trips 
The opinion in the Ohio case 
bv Justice Harry Blackmun led 
four other justices to file their 
own views disagreeing with 
part of it 
The Ohio legislature passed 
the law in 1975 after Supreme 
Court decisions indicated a 
similar, earlier statute then un­ 
der attack would be struck 
down Later it was 


In an appeal from the latest 
decision of a special three- 
judge federal court in Colum­ 
bus 
which upheld the law's 
numerous provisions, 
the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
called the latest round "an end 
run" around the high court's 
earlier decisions 
Under these decisions, any 
law assisting parochial schools 
must have a secular purpose, 
must have a primary effect that 
neither adva1 "es nor inhibits 
religion, and must not foster an 
excessive government en­ 
tanglement with religion 
Blackmun said the textbook 
loan program "bears a striking 


resemblance ’ to similar sys­ 
tems approved by the court in 
the past and passes the three- 
faceted test 
He also found constitutional a 
testing and scoring program 
whose content and results are 
not controlled by the non-public 
school 
Blackmun s opinion gave ap­ 
proval to diagnostic speech 
hearing and psychological ser­ 
vices and remedial programs 
for the handicapped Remedial 
services are to be offered by 
public employes only on sites 
not physically identified with 
the non public school, the opi­ 
nion noted 


Tankers to carry pipeline oil 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
For 
the next two years at least 
about half the Alaskan pipeline 
oil will have to be carried in 
tankers on a 10,000-mile voyage 
through the Panama Canal to 
the Gulf of Mexico 
Most of it will be unloaded at 
ports in Louisiana and Texas - 
already the largest oil produc­ 
ers and refiners in the nation 
Some will be shipped 12,000 
miles up the Atlantic Coast to 
New Jersey 
Half the tankers will sail 
right past West Coast ports 
which lack the refinery capaci­ 
ty to handle more than 000.000 
barrels of the 12 million 
barrels of crude expected to be

says he twice accepted free air 
travel and Las V egas hotel 
rooms, provided by a junket 
organizer who stood trial in 
Detroit on federal gambling 
charges, the Los Angeles Times 
reported today 
Lucas also said he and his 
family used a Detroit business 
man’s vacation home in Puerto 
Rico, and he took an expense- 
paid trip to California from a 
vice 
p resident 
of 
Motown 
records, the Times reported 
All the incidents took place 
while he was sheriff, said 
Lucas, a former New York City 
policeman and FBI agent He is 
on the list of five finalists for 
the FBI chief's job prepared by 
a presidential com m ittee for 
President Carter, 
who will 
make the final choice 
“ In retrospect I see nothing 
whatsoever wrong," Lucas told 
a Times reporter “ I don t per 
sonally feel that it is a moral 
question, 
th at 
I'm 
getting 
something for nothing and that 
it obligates me to someone 
else " 


He conceded however that 
“ in hindsight, the interpreta­ 
tion (others might put on his 
acts) could be negative.” 
Lucas him self brought up the 
Las Vegas trips, when asked if 
he had ever taken favors from 
anyone, and did not refuse to 
answer any questions in a 
lengthy interview 
the Times 
said 
Lucas said FBI agents inter­ 
viewing him as a prospective 
director of the bureau asked 
him about the Las Vegas trips 
He said that while in Las 
Vegas on a business trip to 
western states, he learned that 
a D etroit gam bling junket 
group was there and accepted 
an offer of a free room at the 
Sands hotel and a return to 
D etroit on their ch artered 
plane “ They had space availa­ 
ble I cam e back with them .” 
Such am enities are often 
provided by Las Vegas hotels 
for heavy gamblers But Lucas 
said that aside from one in­ 
stance — in which he set aside 
$60 as gambling money for a 
three day stay and lost it all in 
20 minutes — “ I never gamble 
not at all 


The trips were arranged by 
E rn est A n astas, a D etroit 
organizer of such junkets who is 
registered with the Nevada 
Gaming Commission 


The T im es said reporters 
learned after the interview, and 
could not contact Lucas again 
for comment, that Anastas was 
indicted with nine other men in 
1970 on gambling conspiracy 
charges alleging they ran a 
nationwide betting ring based in 
Detroit that handled $100.000 a 
day 


Anastas' trial ended in a m is­ 
trial because jurors were ex­ 
posed to news accounts and 
eventually the charges were 
dropped 


Anastas, 
the T im es said, 
declared that Lucas “has never 
been on a junket with me in his 
life.” and could not remember 
the two incidents described by 
Lucas He agreed with Lucas’ 
statement that the sheriff does 
not gamble

NAIROBI. Kenya (U P I) - 
P re s id e n t Id i Am in has 
resumed his official duties, 
ending a week of speculation he 
was killed or badly wounded in 
an assassination attempt by dis­ 
sident soldiers. Radio Uganda 
says 
The government radio Thurs­ 
day denounced reports of an as­ 
sassination attempt as “ mali­ 
cious propaganda” spread by 
the British and warned them to 
stop interfering in Ugandan af­ 
fairs 
In his first official function 
since he dropped out of sight 
and sparked rumors of a coup 
attempt, the radio said Amin 
met Finance Minister Moses 
Ali Thursday 
Vice President Gen Mustafa 
Adrisi said in a separate an­ 
nouncement Amin was “ very 
much alive and very fit” and 
was “ resting and planning for 
the future development of the 
country.” 
The radio also quoted a 
military spokesman — normal­ 
ly Amin himself — as saying 
the president-for-life was 
enjoying a delayed honeymoon 
with his fourth wife. Sarah, and 
was “ resting after a long period 
of hard work ” 
The three announcements, 
made within hours of each 
other, apparently showed Amin 
was back in charge of his 
troubled Fast African nation 
after his mysterious weeklong 
absence

Ernest Boyer is knocking the 
metric system as “ regressive” 
while promoting metric educa­ 
tion as part of his job 
“ I don’t intend to convert to 
the metric system; it’s regress­ 
ive.” Boyer says “ It goes back 
to continental control of this 
country ” 
Metric education would in­ 
struct school and college stu­ 
dents in the system of weights 
and measurements standard in 
most 
industrialized countries 
except the United States It’s 
the system that uses kilometers 
instead of miles, grams instead 
of ounces, and such 
Boyer was quoted by Educa­ 
tion Daily, a trade publication 
as saying in a speech to the 
Education Commission of the 
States in New- York City last 
week that metric education will 
be at the bottom of his list of 
budget priorities 
“ I ’ll see how Congress feels 
about that.” he was reported as 
saving “ I may be driven out of 
town on a metric rail ” 
Congress has authorized the 
eventual conversion and the 
educational program to prepare 
for it. but has set no deadline 
for the switch 
Meanwhile the U S Office of 
Education is sending recorded 
and printed material to radio 
stations promoting the metric 
system in song and picture,

WASHINGTON (U P I) - At 
least four children have choked 
to death on baby rattles, and the 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission may order a ban on 
some types 
The commission directed its 
staff to look into the possibility 
of a ban especially of rattles 
shaped 
li ke 
telep h o n e 
receivers 
It said there have 
been at least 14 cases of 
children with rattles lodged in 
their throats who narrowly es­ 
caped death according to the 
agency's staff report 
The deaths apparently oc- 
cured when the infants rolled 
over onto the rattles, pushing 
them into their mouths, causing 
suffocation 
The last such incident oc- 
cured in 1975 Three of the fatal 
cases involved rattles shaped 
like telephone receivers Others 
were shaped like barbells, 
hearts and clothespins 
Canada recently moved to 
outlaw such rattles Thursday 
the CPSC commissioners told 
the staff to give high priority to 
regulating rattles 
an action 
which could lead to a ban on 
some types and safety stand­ 
ards for others 
The Toy Manufacturers of 
America said earlier this year 
that manufacturers voluntarily 
stopped shipping the rattles in 


1976 after the deaths were 
reported

Miners' 
strike 
continues

A meeting in Washington 
between 13 miners from West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania and 
trustees of the United Mine 
Workers Health and Retire­ 
ment Funds has had little effect 
in stopping a strike by thou­ 
sands of miners in several 
states 
The Bituminous Coal Opera­ 
tors Associations estimated 
there were 35.000 miners out in 
five states Thursday protesting 
cuts planned next month in 
health and retirement benefits 
West Virginia and Pennsyl­ 
vania were the states hardest 
hit by the strike, which also hit 
Ohio. Kentucky and Virginia 
Pennsylvania miners voted 
Thursday to return to the pits, 
but roving pickets seemed 
determined to keep alive the 
walkout protest Pickets stop­ 
ped miners employed in at least 
four mines from going to work 
later in the day 
The 13 miners from West 
Virginia and southwestern Pen­ 
nsylvania met Thursday with 
two trustees of the United Mine 
Workers Health and Retire­ 
ment funds 
“ It was not a confrontation,” 
a union spokeswoman said of 
the meeting. “ They just hashed 
it (the issue of the cutbacks) 
out some more ” 
After the meeting the miners 
said they would send a 
telegram to the BCOA demand­ 
ing a re allocation of assets that 
would avert health benefit cut­ 
backs scheduled to begin July 1 
The cutbacks w ill 
force 
miners to pay 40 per cent of 
their doctor bills as well as the 
first 1250 of hospitalization 
costs, up to $500 per year They 
now pay nothing in either case 
U M W P resid en t Arnold 
Miller and Harry Huge, one of 
three funds trustees, said a re­ 
allocation by the industry from 
other funds could have averted 
the cutbacks

Allen's lunker tipped the scales at 20 V2 pounds and was caught on 
cut mackerel at the log boom 
That’s the recipe that has been most effective for catching the 
cats, but some fishermen have been working Cachuma Bay and 
around the islands with some success 
The trout are headed for deeper water 30-60 feet for the bait 
fishermen, 50-60 feet for the trailer 
The best bet for the still fisherman is the usual cheese and eggs. 
For the troller, lead core line followed up by needlefish seems to be 
the most effective The trailers have been getting ’em all day long. 
The average rainbow is around a pound, and has gone as high as 
four and a half in the last week 
The bass are still playing the early morning-late evening game, 
with top water action for the first hour in the morning, from 
roughly six to seven 
After that it’s the bottom stuff, night crawlers, plastic worms, 
and plugs 
A few die-hard crappie anglers are still working the brushy areas 
of the lake with moderate success 
Bluegill and red ear can be mentioned in the same breath Both 
are being found in all the coves of the lake, especially in the east 
end Blues are running a little on the small side right now. but the 
reds have been tipping the scales at almost one pound average 
On the saltwater side, the calico bass fishing off the coast has sl­ 
owed down 
Reports by Santa Barbara Sea Landing indicate that their tri­ 
weekly twilight runs off the coast for calicos have been below par 
Sea Landing will offer another twilighter tonight at 5 30 
The island fishing for rockfish has been productive, with the 
large ocean whites showing up more consistently in the catches 
Coastal rockfishing has been fair to good in quantity, but the fish 
are running smaller than their counterparts at the islands 
Up at Avila, a 27-pound king salmon was reported caught, and 
several others were taken hitting 20 pounds or better Even so, 
most of the salmon are still too deep for the sport fishermen, with 
the commercial fishermen bringing in most of the fish

Refuse rates 


The problem s of doing 
business today are not easy to 
solve without contributing to 
an 
e v e r - i n c r e a s i n g 
i n ­ 
flationary spiral 
It is difficult for a consumer 
to comprehend because, in the 
end result, they are the ones 
who pay 
A perfect example of this 
was demonstrated last week 
when the city of Lompoc 
raised the refuse collection 
rate from $3 31 per month to 
$4 78 With the cost of packer 
trucks rising from $24,000 only 
three years ago to just under 
$40,000 today, coupled with the 
outlandish 
increase of 
in­ 
s u r a n c e . 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
Workmen's Compensation, it 
is understandable that the city 
must recover such costs 
A five per cent annual 
refuse collection rate increase 
to off-set inflation just wasn't 
enough 


We certainly cannot fault 
the city for investigating alter­ 
natives to heavy cost in­ 
creases. Last vear, a great 
deal of effort was put into a 
new refuse collection plan in­ 
volving one-man trucks. It 
would have required a number 
of sacrifices on the part of 
c it iz e n s to 
i m p l e m e n t 
Citizens chose not to accept 
such sacrifices and the city 
went along with their wishes. 
Further, the city investigated 
lowering costs through a once- 
a-week collection As with the 
new plan, the citizens did not 
want to make this sacrifice 
either. 


There is only one way that a 
dent can be made in fighting 
inflationary costs and that is 
through lower services If we 
are not willing to accept lesser 
services, we must be willing to 
pay for inflation

That war declared by President Carter 
a couple of months ago turned out to be 
the fastest war in the history of wars 
"W ar.” we have all noticed, early in the 
sixties became the preferred rhetorical 
form for launching large bureaucratic 
enterprises The champagne bottle for 
dreadnought soc ial movements Unless 
vou qualified to have a 
war fought in your 
behalf you were, real­ 
ly. nothing We had a 
war on poverty, a war 
on pollution, a war on 
discrimination, a war 
on inequality 
and 
most recently a war 
on energy, to the 
declaration of which 
P re s id e n t 
C a rte r 
m obilized 
all 
the 
noise-making instru­ 
ments at his disposal 
There was considerable popular com­ 
motion mobilization, discussion, — and 
then after the elaborate countdown and 
the dread declaration was formally 
made, week after listless week went by, 
like the early months of the Civil War 
after the explosive beginning at Fort 
Sumter 
and nothing happened 
Last 
week 
a committee of the House* of 
Representatives emerged as the 
vaticide The prophet is dead and the 
war over 
What Congress did was refuse to ac­ 
cept the sense of urgency required to 
make a war psychologically feasible It 
was as if General Eisenhower had mas­ 
sed his army for the crossing of the 
English Channel in 1944 
millions of 
men. hundreds of thousands of machines 
and Congress had voted to deny the 
army any 3-in-l oil to lubricate the inva­ 
sion 
Specifically, Congress postponed until 
1979 the surcharge on heavy cars This 
postponement means that Congress in­ 
tends to be guided by economic develop­ 
ments in the near future, lest that sur­ 
charge be understood as a marginal ob­ 
stacle in the path to economic recovery 
If pressure develops in the next year to 
postpone yet again the penalties on 
larger cars. Congress may yield to that 
pressure In another measure. Congress 
has in effect refused to buy Mr Carter's 
call for a progressive gasoline tax. 
calculated to reduce consumption These 
measures have had the public effect of 
removing a crucial timber from a com­ 
plex scaffolding What is left up there ap­ 
pears to be suspended in general indeci­ 
sion, and will probably collapse 
Meanwhile all other kinds of factors 


erode the Carter plan An obscure scien­ 
tist reports the notion of doubling or 
trebling our reliance on coal is all very 
well but did anybody stop to think what 
that much more carbon dioxide would do 
to the ocean currents the trout streams, 
the prothonotarv warblers, the rainfall0 
To tell the absolute truth. I for one have 
not thought about this and 
clearly, 
neither have the members of the 
Congressional committee who did not 
quite know what to sa\ 
The environmentalist-» are having a 
difficult time, because they do not wish 
to vield an inch in the matter of their 
pure air and their pure water and their 
virginal hills and dales, but the word is 
leaking out in the Archie Bunker circuit 
that we could double the efficiency of our 
present oil supplies by stepping back a 
pace or two from our struggle for a 
cleaner atmosphere 
There are people who are asking 
themselves frankly 
Would I be willing 
to go back to the air pollution standards 
of seven or eight years ago if by doing so 
I could reduce the consumption of fuel by 
the amount required to postpone the 
crisis0 Then, finally the public is suffer­ 
ing from a kind of apoealypse-hunger 
which 
when all is said and done, is 
counter-productive 
If as the M I T 
types insist, we are indeed going to run 
out of fuel in pretty short order, how do 
you decide what sacrifices are ap­ 
propriate to put off by ten or 15 years the 
day when we will all more or less waste 
away0 Is it politically feasible in a free 
country to expect huge sacrifices for the 
sake of postponing the end of our energy 
supply from 1995 to 2005° 
There is no evidence that Mr Carter 
has thought 
through this point, or in­ 
tegrated into any substitute plan the un­ 
expected opposition moves of Congress 
He would do so much better, while 
waiting for a crystallization of the crisis, 
if he at least recommended the obvious 
palliatives remove controls, lower taxa­ 
tion

Now that I have given you the 
background of the organization I will tell 
you a few of the highlights of the As­ 
sembly 
Before the official reception the first 
evening all the delegates from the 
United States were invited to a briefing 
at the U.S. Embassy where we were 
given a two-hour session on the political, 
economic and geographic background of 
Norway. 
Norway is a long country which if flip­ 
ped end to end would reach as far south 
as Rome. Italy. Bringing this closer to 
home, its length would almost reach 
from Mexico to the Canadian border. 
Only about 2 per cent of its area is 
arable, about 5 per cent is lumber and 
the rest is rock and water Shipping and 
fish have kept Norway going up until the 
time that oil came into the picture. It is 
an interesting fact that Norway is 
benefiting better than other claimants 
from the discovery of oil by a quirk of 
fate Some years ago the North Sea was 
carved up. so to speak, by the countries 
bordering it and each was given fishing 
rights in certain areas When exploration 
for oil started in the North Sea it turned 
out that Norway had most of the oil 
They consider it a mixed blessing and at 
this point are determined to go slow and 
be very common sense about it 
One hears the phrase “ Nordic 
| 
Balance” used quite often This refers to 
the countries of Norway, Sweden and 
Finland 
Finland is neutral but leans 
toward the Fast, Sweden is neutral but 
leans West, and Norway is a strong 
member of NATO and a western ally, 
although the people voted not to join the 
European Economic Community It was 
explained that this vote was very close 
and a surprise to the government The 
question became an emotional one and 
divisive but as it developed Norway now 
has a bright future and the E E C is hav­ 
ing problems 
It is lucky for NATO that Norway is on 
our side At the top of the world Norway 
and Russia have a common border and in 
this area is the largest concentration of 
military power in the world — Soviet 
army, navy and maritime headquarters 
Here is the jumping-off-place to the 
western hemisphere for Russia 
Each day of the Assembly there were 
panel discussions in the morning and 
afternoon, and speakers at lunch on sub­ 
jects such as “ China After Mao” (they 
are afraid of Russia, have new but ob­ 
solete equipment, depending on “ human 
wave” concept for defense, relieved to 
have a new Premier), 
"The Work of 
Foreign Correspondents in London. 
Moscow and 
B e iru t" 
(hazardous 
frustrating, unglamorousi, “ Norway’s 
Foreign Policy.” the “ Oil Story in 
Norway” and “ UNESCO Plans for 
1978 ’’ This last one was a real 
blockbuster 
UNESCO, for those of you who might 
have forgotten, stands for United Na­ 
tions Ed u catio nal, Scien tific and 
Cultural Organization 
In UNESCO’s 
original constitution they are committed 
to the free flow of inform ation 
throughout 
the world 
Since 1974. 
however, their programs have been say­ 
ing that that concept is outdated, that the 
freedom of choice for the journalist must 
be replaced by “ balanced 
flow — the 
balance to be assured by governmental 
ownership, control, regulation or pres­ 
sure They claim that the wire services 
<l PI. AP Reuters, etc ) have not given 
fair and adequate coverage to countries 
in Africa, Latin America and other parts 
of the world All that is reported is the 
violence that occurs and little about the 
economic and cultural events, they say 
Therefore these countries should have 
their own news agencies and they would 
give the “ right” information to the 
world 
This view of the “ free flow of infor­ 
mation” went over like a lead balloon 
with these journalists from around the 
world The reception of the speeches of 
the two representatives from UNESCO 
was very cool The third panelist was 
Leonard Sussman, Executive Director of 
Freedom House. New York While he 
read his paper the UNESCO men kept in­ 
terrupting with remarks, denying things 
he was saying However, Mr Sussman 
quoted directly from directives of the 
UNESCO meetings, proving his state­ 
ments, leaving them with not a leg to 
stand on 
I would like to pass on to you some of 
the remarks made by Mr. Sussman 
“ The hazard in UNESCO’s presenta­ 
tion of alternatives (to the free flow of 
information) is that they strongly favor 
changing the universal standard of jour­ 
nalism from the unrestricted pursuit of 
objective truth’ to the dissemination and 
indoctrination of preconceived ‘truth’ 
and ‘correct’ views and news. Docu­ 
ments and speeches at UNESCO news 
media conferences focus increasingly on 
ensuring the end result — balanced flow, 
by governmental interference with the 
free flow 
The two cannot coexist in 
freedom 
“ The moment the press acts as an arm 
of a regime, a mobilizer of economic 
development, an instrument endowed 
with a responsibility to advance 
someone’s truth’ or even committed to 
world peace’ — from that moment the 
press is less free, and less committed to 
the highest standards of objective jour­ 
nalism It is not the journalist’s mission 
to make the peace It is his or her job to 
report the facts on which officials and 
the citizens make the decisions that may 
or may not lead to a more peaceful 
relationship among nations ” 
The IP I ended the Assembly with a 
resolution expressing grave concern at 
harassment 
of news media in many 
countries and one urging UNESCO to 
adhere to its original constitutional com­ 
mitment to the free flow of information. 
It also urged that before formulating 
policies which related to the media, it 
was essential for UNESCO to seek 
professional advice and cooperation

Can landscaping help the hom eowner conserve energy and dollars spent on energy? Although 
not a great deal of research has been done m this area evidence already gathered suggests 
that a w ell-planned use of landscape elem ents could reduce hom e heating and cooling loads 
by up to 2 5 3 5 per cent 


N ot every hom eowner can achieve such a savings 
Results of efforts to conserve energy 
through use of landscape elem ents tend to be uneven and individual 
Actual savings depends 
on such factors as clim ate and the manner in which landscape elem ents are em ployed 


W ith this in mind, how can landscaping help? Landscape elem ents (trees fences shrubs, etc ) 
can help reduce heat gains and losses through the shell of the house caused by air leakage 
conductive heat transfer and radiation 


M ore specifically landscaping can reduce direct radiation from the sun reradiation from the 
house and reflected radiation from the ground through w indow s This is paiticularly im portant 
during the sum m er in w arm sunny clim ates 


Landscaping also can help reduce heat transmission through w indow s and to a lesser degree 
the shell of the house by cutting the am ount of sun. w ind and ram that strikes the surface of 
the building 


Dense shrubs planted next to the foundation block the w ind create an insulating dead air 
space adiacent to the building and provide shade 
In one experim ent conducted in Nebraska, 
dense shrubs planted along one side of a house provided a 2 3 per cent fuel savings com pared 
to a similar hom e not protected 


Researchers protected that an additional seven per cent savings could have been achieved if 
dense shrubs had been planted on three sides of the house 


Dense shrubs are considered energy savers if planted on the North. East and W est sides in cold 
and tem perate clim ates in the United States In w arm clim ates, dense shrubbery should be 
planted on all sides Shrubs four to five feet in height are considered best for conservation 
purposes Low shrubs are considered to have little value in helping save energy

Increased security demands cited 


Nuclear plants: closed to the public 


ZION. Ill - (N EA ) - Ever 
since private enterprise began 
splitting atoms for corporate 
profit it has recognized that 
E = MC squared is in the long 
run less potent than E = P R to 
the hundredth power. Without 
significant public relations to 
woo the hearts and minds of 
consumers, 
nuclear 
energy 
has no future 
So, to the extent possible, 
industry has opened its reac­ 
tor doors to curious millions 
Chicago’s 
Commonwealth 
Edison, for example, has in­ 
vited more than 300,000 people 
to tour its nuclear facilities. 
Thousands of the visitors have 
been to the Zion Nuclear 
Generating Station here on 
Lake M ichigan; i t ’s the 
nation’s largest. 
By any measure the public 
relations has been effective. 
Fascinated children do not 
quickly forget that each tur­ 
bine at Zion can in an instant 
produce 1.085 megawatts of 
electricity, or enough to light 
10 million 100 watt bulbs. 
C om m o nw ealth 
E d iso n 
believes 
“many visitors 


become believers in clean, 
safe nuclear power ” 


Now, abruptly, this PR ef­ 
fort may be coming to an un­ 
timely end 


Corporate observers say the 
government is instituting 
tight new security measures 
which will 
severely limit 
access to nuclear stations 
The new rules are meant to 
pro tect the plant from 
terrorists, but in effect they 
may keep out the innocent 
public as well. 


Naturally, the nuclear in­ 
dustry is not happy with this 
turn of events 
Plant tours 
have been the corporations’ 
single best educational tool. 
At Zion, for instance, visitors 
learn that the reactor is in­ 
capable of a c cid e n ta lly 
producing a Hiroshima-type 
explosion, and that it is built 
to withstand a direct hit from 
a falling DC-9 jet. 


What’s more, the public 
access has served to blunt 
popular suspicion concerning 
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the secrecy of atomic activi­ 
ty As Commonwealth Edison 
spokesman George Travers 
says it: "When people can see 
for themselves what we are 
doing, they can decide for 
themselves if it’s right But if 
they can’t see. if they are 
locked out, what then?” 


Officially, the new govern­ 
ment security regulations do 
not lock the public out of 
nuclear plants The intended 
purpose is to bar only 
terrorists and other illegal in­ 
truders And in this respect, 
even nuclear proponents ad­ 
mit restrictions are in order; 
violent activity at or near 
nuclear plants is alarmingly 
frequent. 


According to the best es­ 
timates of the U S Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission, 
there have been (since 19691 
more than 160 “threats of or 
acts of violence” to licensed 
nuclear facilities In one re­ 
cent four day period a 
Virginia location received 12 
bomb threats On other oc­ 
casions workers have sabotag­ 
ed machinery at various 
stations 


Zion has received its share 
of incidents It is 30 miles up­ 
wind from Chicago, a city 
with a legion of nuclear 
energy opponents NRC says 
that Zion has reported six in­ 
stances of illegal activity 
since 1969, including one 
where two shots were fired at 
guards, and another when 
somebody hopped the fence 
and began racing around the 
giant complex 


Clearly then, nuclear plants 
are most vulnerable Zion has 
had so many bomb threats 
that it no longer lists its 
number in the telephone 
directory And so porous is the 
security apparatus here that 
last year a small local 
newspaper was able to obtain 
and publish a detailed outline 
of the plant’s entire defense 
operation 
Yet even with this history,

the nuclear industry is alarm­ 
ed over prospects of turning 
generating stations into secret 
fortresses For one thing, it’s 
expensive. The last time the 
governm ent 
updated

nuclear security regulations, 
Zion spent $100,000 to remodel 
its guard house; this time the 
remodeling will likely exceed 
$1 million. 


B e y o n d 
this. 
C o m ­ 
monwealth Edison says that 
the newest restrictions raise 
grave problems in dealing 
with the public. Not only may 
people now be barred from 
nuclear plants, they may be 
killed if they trespass Zion 
plant 
superintendent Jack 
Bitel says that under the new 
rules his guards may shoot at 
intruders with intent to kill 


This is not security, Bitel 
adds, it’s a brutal form of 
repression ‘ As far as I know 
it's not against the law to 
enter a nuclear station It’s il­ 
legal to trespass, but you don’t 
shoot people for trespassing 
What happens if. as at 
Seabrook, a thousand kids 
march on Zion next week0 It 
might make Kent State in­ 
significant.” 


Not that Bitel is opposed to 
security 
His plant already 
has electronic fences and TV 
m o n i t o r s 
to 
scan 
the 
perimeter 
Yet, he asks, so 
what if someone did break 
through0 “ Without tons and 
tons of explosives they could 
do little damage.” He points 
out that it is not as easy as 
critics suppose to crack 5 5- 
foot thick radiation shields 


But even if power plants 
were fragile, the nuclear in­ 
dustry says the “ fortress 
mentality” is no help. Jack 
Bitel believes the new securi­ 
ty restrictions will not 
guarantee Zion’s safety 
If 
terrorists are determined to 
break in here, he says, they 
will break in. In short, the 
only people without access 
now may be the people 
themselves. 


If synthetics don't send you 


Silk is the natural answer this season 


by Cllis Grossman 


N EW YO RK - (N EA ) 
Son of a gun, they weren't 
joshing us in grammar school 
after all 
silk really does 
come from silkworms 
These days, the silk the chi­ 
chi people tell us we should be 
wearing in shirts over blue 
jeans, comes from China. 
That’s where sericulture, the 
harvesting 
of silkworms, 
began 4.000 years ago. so they 
know what they’re doing 
“ Silk to China is like wheat 
to the U.S.,” says Ja ck 
Shamash. president of S. 
Shamash & Sons, a textile im­ 
porter who was one of two silk 
men invited to China in 1972 
That’s when we stopped call­ 
ing it Red China and allowed 
as how we should be buying 
silk directly from it again, in­ 
stead of secondhand from 
France and Italy. 
Japan had something to do 
with that decision We used to 
get most of our silk from the 
Japanese until the '60s when 
they turned their attention to 
the production of synthetic 
fibers, radios and cameras. 
“ There was a vacuum in 
silk in America until ’72,” 
Shamash says, ‘‘and silk 
became very expensive.” 
When the ' boutique con­ 
cept’’ of fashion began to 
bloom in Europe, it really 
found its niche 
If you want to be in, 
designers told the public, 
you’ve not only got to wear 
things with our names on 
them, you’ve got to wear 
natural fibers Silk, for exam­ 
ple 
And the public responded, 
you make it, we’ll buy it. 
“ European designers really 
put silk back on the map,” he 
says. And American designers 
followed the route with preci­ 
sion 
In ’76, we imported roughly 
4.500 bales of silk from China 
(a bale con sists of 132 
pounds) “ That ran about $25 
m illion,” 
Shamash 
says, 
“ against 
synthetic 
imports 
from the Far East of two 
billion Silk at $11 a pound is 20 
times more expensive than 
synthetic fibers, which is why 
it will only reach the upper 
classes.” 
China sends us silk for the 
upper classes in three ways 
raw silk before it’s woven, as 
gray goods or finished goods 
Those finished goods appear 
in a variety of ways: as 
brocades, 
velvets, organdie 
and. among others, the highly 
popular silk crepe de chine 
“ It’s a highly twisted fabric 
which gives the yarn resilien­ 
cy The fabric wrinkles less, 
therefore, and gives you a 
nice, crepev hand’ or feel 
Twice a year, in April and 
October, Shamash goes to 
Canton to see what’s being 
offered Once home, if one of 
his client wholesalers or 
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So the sleeping creature is

the silk filaments are then un 
raveled, several at a time 
and reeled into one yarn which 
will be de-gummed of its 
sericin, dyed, woven or spun 
and made into jersey dresses

The larger leaves are all right 
for the older worms 


times their size since birth 
and have developed nice silk 
glands all down their bodies 
Each one is given his own 
spot on a rack called a moun­ 
tage and he begins moving his 
head around his body in a 
figure eight He’s not fighting 
indigestion 
He’s building a 
cocoon around himself with a 
single silk fiber 
Sixty days later, he drops 
off to sleep, snug in his white 
cocoon and secure in the 
knowledge that he will soon 
break through and emerge as 
a moth, to mate and start the 
whole thing all over again 
Alas The silk farmers have 
something else in mind If the 
silkworm is allowed to break 
his cocoon, he’ll snap that 
single, fine, literally strong

Screening can be less straining 


by A l Correli 


It’s about time to bring out the 
screens to replace the storm 
windows and doors, and if the 
screens have holes, they aren’t 
going to keep the bugs out, 
especially after the dog has 
tried to get at the postman 
through them. Wooden framed 
windows and doors are easily 
rescreened. You can buy a roll 
of screening the proper width. 
The key to doing a good job is to 
get the screen stretched tightly. 
Otherwise, it will look as if the 
dog has made another lunge. 
It's easy to get the screen tight 
if you’ll bow the frame slightly, 
and attach the screen at each 
end. Then when you let the 
frame snap back to normal, the 
screen is pulled taut. About the 
easiest method to bow 
the 
frame is to place the screen on a 
table and place a board under 
the top and bottom. Then use a 
Oclamp in the center of each 
side to bend the frame sides 


against the table. Next, staple 
— not tack — the screen to the 
top and bottom. Stapling is so

Stacking them flat often invites 
trouble. You cover and forget 
about them until you step on 
them or store an anvil on them. 
Rig some hooks from the attic 
ceiling and hang them. Also, 


most storm windows are ad­ 
justable to fit better. They’ll 
work better next year if they go 
back into the same window they 
came from. Use a washable felt 
marker to give each an ID 
number so you get ’em back 
where they belong.

Dear Super Al: 
In most cases, a screen with a 
hole can be patched with 
another scrap piece of screen. 
Here’s my way. Cut a patch big 
enough to cover the hole with at 
least an inch more on all sides. 
Then pick away at the strands 
until there is about a half-inch of 
unwoven screen on all four 
sides. Then fold the unwoven 
strands to a 90-degree angle and 
fit the patch over the hole, 
easing the strands into the 
openings in the screen. When all 
are in, push the patch against 
the screen and fold all the un­ 
woven strands toward the 
center of the patch. Hold the 
patch in place with nylon thread 
stitched around it. It’s not in­ 
visible, but certainly unob­ 
trusive. — J.R .J.

Energy and taxes 


What is an energy-saving device, and 
what isn’t? 
Members of Congress are embroiled in 
a heated debate over this tangled, 
technical question Congress is working 
on legislation which would give you. the 
homeowner, or you. the apartm ent 
renter, a tax break if you install insula­ 
tion. furnace devices, storm windows 
and other energy-saving products 
You would think that insulating your 
home (or a landlord insulating an apart­ 
ment building! would be a sure-fire 
“ e n e rg y -sa v in g '' 
m ove 
But some 
members of Congress feel that giving a 
tax credit to a homeowner or apartment 
owner for “ doing what they might have 
done an y w a y " is a w aste of the 
Treasury’s money. 
When the subject of a tax credit for in­ 
sulating vour home came up for an initial 
preview in the House Ways and Means 
Committee, it was passed by a squeaker 
vote — 13 to 12 And this vote could be 
reserved at a later date. Insulation and 
construction industry lobbyists thought 
there would be no trouble at all “ because 
everyone knows insulation is one of the 
most cost-effective ways to conserve 
energy “ Now, the lobbyists are scared 
and they’re mounting an enormous push 
to convince’’ members of Congress that 
home insulation should be given a tax 
credit 
In v o tin g the p re v ie w m e a s u r e 
through, the committee agreed to give 
homeowners and landlords (and other 
small businesses» a tax credit worth 20 
per cent of the cost of the insulation job 
If it cost $500 to remsulated your home, 
for example, you’d get a $100 tax credit 
when you filed your Federal tax return. 
A credit takes money off your tax bill, 
dollar for dollar, and would be available 
to all taxpayers, not just those who 
itemize deductions 
The credit for insulation would be 
limited to work that cost $2,000 or less, 
which means the most you could get 
would be 20 per cent of $2,000, or $400 
Along with the credit for insulation, 
the Ways and Means Committee also 
agreed to give tax credits for installation 
of storm doors and windows, double-pane 
windows, clock thermostats, furnace 


burners and other furnace devices that 
save energy, caulking and weatherstrip- 
ping that is done in conjunction with an 
insulation job 
Solar heating devices and windmills, 
which you would think would have much 
rougher going than plain old insulation, 
passed in a breeze. Under the proposal, 
you could get up to 20 per cent of the 
price for a solar heater or windmill with 
a maximum tax credit limited to $2,000 
(20 per cent of a $10,000 installation job). 
This g re a t en th u sia sm for solar 
heaters and windmills is strange because 
prices for solar equipment are almost 
prohibitive at this stage and there are no 
government standards regulating the in­ 
dustry While there are some excellent 
manufacturers 
involved in the solar 
energy business, there are also some 
charlatans who are charging high prices 
for inept installation jobs.

Q How do you remove water stains 
from a marble table top7 — L R W., Los 
Altos, Calif 
A Cooperative extension service home 
economists say you can bleach a stained 
marble surface with a solution of 17-20 
volume hydrogen peroxide (hair bleach 
that can be purchased at most phar­ 
macies) mixed with powdered whitener 
and a few drops of ammonia (activates 
the solution). 
Make the powdered whitener into a 
paste with the bleach and the ammonia 
drops. Spread this paste over the stained 
surface and cover the spot with a 
lightweight 
piece of plastic. 
After 
several hours, or an overnight soaking, 
remove the paste with a thorough, hot 
water washing and dry immediately with 
a clean cloth 
Marble is one of the most stubborn sur­ 
faces to clean when stained You can 
save yourself a lot of trouble by wiping 
up stains immediately and by keeping a 
lot of coasters handy 


Q How can I prolong the life of my 
cedar shingle roof7 N A . Denver 
A The National Paint. Varnish and 
Lacquer Association says you should 
stick with name-brand penetrating solu­ 
tions that contain five to 10 per cent 
penta-chloro-phenol or phenyl-mercury- 
oleate (toughies to remember, so clip 
this when you go to the hardware or paint 
shop) This type of protective solution 
leaves little or no residue and will inhibit 
the growth of mildew and molds that 
work to make the wood decay. 
You can get preservatives in high- 
quality stains that help maintain the 
wood’s color, grain and texture Var­ 
nishes and lacquers are less eitective 
and must be applied more frequently (at 
a greater maintenance cost) 


If your shingle roof is made of western 
red cedar, which naturally resists decay, 
you may not need preservative treat­ 
ment except under severe conditions

mushroom and berry baskets collected 
from city streets The only thing you will 
need to turn your finds into planters is a 
lining of polyethylene plastic, with a few 
holes for drainage punched in the bot­ 
tom; staple the plastic in place 
You can grow a spring salad garden of 
lettuce, 
scallions, 
spinach, 
radishes, 
beets and bite*size carrots in two or 
three bushel baskets, to be followed in 
warm weather by tomatoes, eggplant, 
peppers, or whatever vegetable you’d 
like A peck-sized basket is just right to 
hold a six-pack of started lettuce seedl­ 
ings from your garden center; when hot 
weather arrives and turns the lettuce bit­ 
ter. plant a cherry tomato in its place, or 
perhaps some basil 
Wooden shipping crates may also be 
used as planter boxes for herbs, such as 
parsley, basil, chives, rosemary, thyme 
and oregano, with early-spring plantings 
of lettuce, spinach, radish and scallions 
to be followed by peppers, tomatoes and 
zucchini 
Crates may be used as is, simply by 
boring a few drainage holes in the bot­ 
tom. but often it is better to dismantle 
the crates and use the salvaged lumber 
to build containers of your own design 
and size specifications 
Garbage cans and waste baskets offer 
yet another inexpensive source of 
relatively large containers for growing 
edibles. Whether made of galvanized 
metal or of plastic, all you have to do to 
turn these utilitarian containers into 
planters is to punch a few drainage holes 
in the bottom, or about an inch above the 
bottoms along the sides. Sizes vary from 
a couple of gallons up to 40 or more, the 
largest capable of holding enough soil to 
sustain a dwarf fruit tree, a grapevine if 
you have a place to train it. or 
asparagus, rhubarb and globe artichoke

Minimum 
diameter should be eight inches 
In­ 
dividual herb plants will do nicely in the 
smaller containers. Plants like tomatoes 
and peppers need at least a 10-inch 
planter; 12 is better Patio Pik cucumber 
will do nicely in a 12-mch hanging pot 


Zucchini and other summer squash 
need tubs at least 12 inches in diameter 
and ideally 14 to 18 inches with a depth of 
a foot or more Allow a bushel-size con­ 
tainer for each tree such as fig. or any of 
the dwarfs, including peach, apple, pear 
and cherry. Strawberries will also do 
better in sizable, deep planter since they 
have thick root systems 


You can start a container garden of 
edibles at any time when at least 60 days 
or more of frost-free weather are ex­ 
pected The cool-weather types such as 
lettuce, radishes, beets, carrots, onion 
sets, peas and spinach have to go in early 
— at about the time forsythia blooms 
When the weather is warm and settled, 
you can put out the warm-weather 
vegetables, such as tomatoes, squash, 
cucumbers, beans, eggplant, peppers 
and New Zealand spinach 


A suitable growing medium is the final 
consideration 
Where 
weight 
is no 
problem, you can use a mixture of two 
parts each packaged all-purpose potting 
soil, peat moss and vermiculite to one- 
half part dried cow manure Or. you can 
use a lightweight soil-less medium, such 
as Terralite Tomato Soil 


Regardless of which growing medium 
you select, it is vital, repeat vital, for 
success with container edibles that the 
soil in which they are 
growing never 
dries out severely Apply vegetable fer­ 
tilizer 
regularly,

Caring for your car 


Removing and replacing wheel studs 


by Ray Hill 


Wheel lug studs som etim es become 
dam aged or broken and m u st be 
replaced If this happens, you can do the 
job yourself and save the labor expense 
and inconvenience of leaving your car at 
a garage for a day 


If one or m ore studs have suffered 
dam age because the lug nuts (the nuts 
that hold the wheel on) have loosened 
and allowed the wheel to work back and 
forth on the studs, replace all the studs. 
They are inexpensive And there's no use 
taking chances. Besides, the wheel rock-

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ing back and forth on the studs often 
dam ages the threads so the lug bolts 
can t be properly retightened 


If only one stud is damaged, say 
because somebody accidentally cross- 
threaded the nut and ruined the threads, 
then it s only necessary to replace the 
damaged lug stud and nut H ere's how to 
do it 


First, with the car resting on the 
ground with the gear selector in park 
(with autom atic transm ission cars) or in 
low or reverse (with m anual transm is­ 
sion cars ) and the wheels chocked to pre­ 
vent the car from rolling, loosen the lug 
nuts (if they’re not already loose) about 
one quarter turn Now jack the car up 
and place a jack stand under the axle 
housing (rear wheel) or lower control 
arm (front wheel) of the wheel you’re 
going to rem ove Let the car down so 
that the jack stand is supporting the 
weight of the car. but so the wheel is still 
an inch or so off the ground Now remove 
the lug nuts with your lug wrench 


After the nuts are off, lift the wheel 
off If the stud you’re going to remove is 
on a disk brake, then once you’ve got the 
wheel off, you're ready to get down to 
serious business With a heavy ham m er 
(the heavier the better) strike the end of 
the lug stud. 


The stud is tightly fitted into the rotor. 
By striking it heartily several tim es you 
can knock it out. Don’t be afraid to hit it 


a good shot. Just make sure you hit the 
end of the stud and not something else. 


If after several tries it hasn’t started 
to slide out the backside of the rotor, 
spray the stud liberally with penetrating 
oil Let it soak in a couple of m inutes, 
spray again, let that soak in. then attack 
it again 


Try not to get any oil on the brake rotor 
or the surface of the rotor where the 
brake pads touch it If you do, spray the 
rotor with a brake cleaner spray to 
rem ove the oil. 


Keep applying oil and pounding the 
stud until you get it knocked out. Once 
you have it out, take it over to your local 
auto parts supply store, or the parts 
departm ent of your local dealer, and tell 
them to give you one like it. Lug studs 
come in different sizes 


To put the new stud in, insert it in the 
hole, m ake sure the splines on the stud 
line up with the splines in the hole Then 
push the stud in with your fingers as far 
as you can — which won’t be very far 
Spray some penetrating oil on the splines 
(to m ake the stud go in easier), then 
whack it with your ham m er until you get 
it in. 


You may find that you are unable to 
drive it all the way in with the ham m er. 
No problem As long as you’ve got it in 
far enough to screw a nut on it, you can 
use the nut to draw it the rest of the way 
in Just screw the nut on and tighten it 
As it tightens it will draw the stud in In 
some stituations you may tighten the nut 
as tight as you can, onlv to find that the 


stud isn’t quite all the way in In this 
case, rem ove the nut and place two or 
three flat washers over the stud. Then 
retighten the lug nut. (The washers must 
have a center hole big enough to allow 
the larger part of the stud to be drawn 
through them .) As the nut is tightened 
against the washers, it will draw the stud 
in the rest of the way 


After the stud is replaced, remove the 
lug nut and replace the wheel Retighten 
the nuts. Remove the jack stand, jack 
and shocks and vou’re finished 


With drum brakes (on the rear wheels 
of most cars) the only difference is that, 
after you remove the wheel, you must 
remove the brake drum 


Removing the brake drum is not dif­ 
ficult Inspect each stud where it comes 
out of the brake drum. Some of them 
may have a retaining clip on them (to 
hold the drum in place when the wheel is 
off). Remove any retaining clips from 
the studs with a pair of pliers 


Make sure the parking brake is off — 
otherwise it won’t let you slide the brake 
drum off Now try to pull it off 
If it seem s stuck, and it very well may. 
try working it back and forth in a side-to- 
side motion to break it loose. If that 
doesn’t work, strike it sm artly with a 
rubber m allet until it breaks loose Don’t 
hit it with a metal ham m er (you can 
dam age the drum ). After it breaks loose, 
pull it off and remove and replace the 
stud as outlined above When finished, 
put the drum back on, replace any clips 
you took off the studs and then replace 
the wheel

Black in America

In 
his 
autobiography 
Black Boy,” Richard W right 
recorded the crushing de­ 
stitution and racism of his 
e a rly years in the South 
A m erican 
H u n g er,’’ the 
posthumously published sec­ 
ond segment of his autobiog­ 
raphy, is a remarkable record 
of even tougher times after 
W right leaves the South in 
1927 for ('hicago. Searching 
for a reprieve from poverty 
and racism, he finds instead a 
more 
subtle 
but 
more 
treacherous variety of both.

Although he’s encouraged 
by the lack of "W hites O nly” 
restrooms and by his freedom 
to sit next to a white man on 
the streetcar, his hope fades 
as he moves into the seething 
squalor of the city ghetto. 
W orking all day at menial 
jobs and w riting all night, 
he’s s till plagued by pre­ 
judice, hunger and exhaus­ 
tion. 


Plunging to the pita of pov­ 
erty, W right takes a job as a 
collector for a Negro burial 
society. H is duties include 
bilking illiterate policy hol­ 
ders out of th e ir already 
meager benefits The bulk of 
his pay comes in sexual 
favors from housewives too 
poor to m ake the 10 cent 
weekly premium. 


Then he discovers the 
Compiunist Party — a haven 
for writers and artists of all 
colors 
and 
backgrounds 
W rig h t’s heartening and dis­ 
illusioning experiences with 
the Party; his insight into 
Com m unism ’s contradictions 
— its hum anity and brutal­ 


ity, flexibility and rigidity, 
dreaminess and dreariness — 
are gripping and thought- 
provoking 


" I was for these people,” he 
writes. "T h ey did not hate 
Negroes . . . M an y of the 
white men in the hall were 
married to Negro women, and 
many of the Negro men were 
married to white women.” 
But because of his aloof­ 
ness, his affinity for art and 


gham 
ex p lain s 
that 
the 
form er traces its roots to 
house slaves while the latter 
traces its roots to field slaves; 
a caste system which, the au­ 
thor claims, is still operative. 
In one of the book’s many un­ 
identified quotes, a society 
matron brags, My ancestors 
were A L L house slaves." 
From the field, presuma­ 
bly, sprang such self-made 
m illionaires as John Johnson
